Brindisi. At the last named place an street 
attempt was made to pull down the 
Russian arms from the door of the 
consulate. 
In Rome, notwithstanding 


a prohibition by the government and a 
great display of troops, 5,000 of which 
had been brought in from provinces to 
reinforce the ordinary garrison, about 
3,000 people assembled and tried to 
break the cordon of troops and reach 
tlie capitol. There were 
cries of 


"Long live the Russian revolution" and 
"Down with the autocracy and the 
Cossacks." 
The troops, which includ- 


ed carbineers, infantry, cavalry and 
artillery, charged the crowd severaj 
times. 
Being unable to force their 


way to the capitol the mob went to 
the royal palace, but were again dis- 
persed, regathering in lesser numbers 
at the Russian embassy, where they 
were finally scattered by more ener- 
getic cavalry charges. Several persons 
were wounc'.ed and many arrests were 
made. 


Riotinn at Warsaw. 


Warsaw. Jan. 30. — The strike dis- 


orders are becoming more serious. 
The ordinary life of the city is quite 
suspended. The strikers stopped the 
street 
railway 
service 
and 
began 


wholesale pillage. The majority of 
the shops in Marshal Kovski street 
and the state vodka shops were loot- 
ed. All the factories, shops, schools 
an ~- theaters are closed, and the street 
lamps are extinguished. There have 
been collisions between the police and 
strikers and man}- arrests made. 


Bomb Hurled Among Soldiers. 


Vienna. Jan. 30.—A telegram from 


Czenstochow, Poland, reports that a 
bomb was thrown in the cavalry bar- 
racks there and that many soldiers 
•were wounded. The act is supposed 
to have been in revenge for brutality 
in dispersing a workmen's meeting. 
Other dynamite outrages are reported 
to have occurred in the neighborhood 
of Lodz. A gendarme is reported to 
have been killed.

JAPAN'S FIRST WARSHIP. 


American Vessel's Part In the Found- 


ing of the Mikado's Navy. 


Down in Port Washington, N. Y.. 


on the shores of Manhasset bay, where 
rest the bones of some of the mightiest FJE:ED AT SOsr£THiNG_ MOVING IN THE 
sea fighters of our own* flag, lives a 
man who, in all fairness, might be 
called "the father of the Japanese na- 
vy," says a New York correspondent 
of'the Rochester Post-Express. 


Captain Elbert Stanuard, in com- 


mand of the bark rigged clipper Daniel 
Webster, which had been showing a 
clean pair of heels to all the other 
ships in the Chinese trade in 1861, 
made a deal which is even now indi- 
rectly being reflected in history, when, 
with the aid of Townsend Harris, 
American minister to Japan, he sold to 
that government his vessel, which be- 
came the first warship of the mikado's 
empire. 


Although Commodore Matthew Col- 


breath Perry in 1858 bad concluded a 
treaty with Japan whereby she agreed 
to throw open three ports to the trade 
of the world, the insularity of senti- 
ment in that country still continued, 
and it was not until about four years 
later that a movement was made to 
found a navy, which began with the 
conversion of the A\7ebster. By a curi- 
ous coincidence it was an American 
man-of-war which, two years later, 
sent this forerunner of the fleet that 
blockaded Port Arthur to the bottom, 
still flying the Japanese flag and fight- 
ing the best she could.

The naval 
authorities of the United States have 
determined to make such use of inven- 
tions in this field that the country 
would not be at a disadvantage in case 
of war. Eventually wireless stations 
will be established along the entire 
coast of the United States,,AIaska, Ha- 
waiian and Philippine Islands, Faral- 
lone islands, off San Francisco; Aleu- 
tian islands, Porto Rico, Guam and the 
east and west ends of the Panama ca- 
nal.. About thirty' such stations have 
already been established, and there will 
be over 200 when all now planned are 
in operation. 


For the naval vessels equipped with 


wireless apparatus and 'for the shore 
stations quite a force of operators 
will soon be required, and the school of 
wireless telegraphy established.in con- 
nection with the bureau of equipment 
at the Brooklyn navy yard has from 
twenty-five to thirty young men from 
the navy under instruction in all the 
secrets of communicating by means of 
the Hertzian waves. 


The wireless operator receives with a 


pair of telepho'ne receivers at his ears, 
and as he hears the clicks his knowl- 
edge of the telegraphic code enables 
him to translate the message and write 
it down.

black marble and carries a polish quite 
as durable, so that the surface can be 
etched, engraved, gilded or silvered 
just as if it were the, genuine article. 


Slate suitable for the purpose Is hrst 


polished with sandstone, then with ar- 
tificial and finally with very light nat- 
ural pumice stoue. By this time the 
surface looks soft, like velvet and aft- 
er being dried and heated it is iinpreg- 
nated with a hot mixture of oil and 
fine lampblack, which Is allowed to re- 
main on for twelve hours. 
If neces- 


sary, this operation Is repeated, and 
the polishing process is renewed, first 
with emery and then with tin ashes 
and lampblack. 


As a finish wax dissolved In turpen- 


tine is spread over it and allowed to re- 
main for some time before being rub- 


j bed off with a linen rag and plenty of 
elbow grease. Then tho imitation is 
complete, and no one looking at the 
smooth black surface conld sruoss that 
It hid beneath it a slab of homely slate.
